Would havo boon averted. The Gladaluue 
t;overnmiMit have shown a weakness and 
incapacity in doaling with foreign affairs 
that contrast most unfavorably with tho 
policy of L..rd Hcacmislicld 'I'liat slates- 
man intended to occupy aiirl hold .Afghan- 
istan and USD it as a bnlt'er for thu sliuck 
of any allnek Russia might make on 1 
Britain's Indian empire. Thu (iladstonu j 
government withdrew tho army from 
Afghanistan and to day the 'juuiitry is j 
on the v(?rgo of war for the poa.^es j 
sion of tho very country which the far- 
sighted BoacoiiHlield had already taken, i 
New tiuiiiea, the Uaniernnii, and Samoa | 
might havo been had by ilreat Britain at 
any time for the asking; but the (jlud- 
atdue guvcriiment faltered and hesitated 
until (Juriniiny stopped in and carried ofl' 
the prize. In the faco of a defeat in tho 
Transvaal Mr. (iladaluiiu niarlo peace 
with tho Boors and now Ihohe saucy dep- 
redators threaten to invade British torri 
tory. Beaconsfield was prepared to 
govern Ireland .with a strong but just 
hand; but Mr. Oladstonu's speoch at 
Midlothian oiioouragod tho dynaiiiitora to 
shape tlioir outrages in tho vain Iiopo of 
terrorizing Kngland into granting; Ireland 
its freedom. Last night's diapatclies in- 
dicato that tlu! situation in .'Ughanistaii is 
nio'at alarming.
